DENIAL OF MANDAMUS OF STATE 
BOARD A MYSTERY.

Former Judge Rombauer Wants to 
Know Why City Is Denied Taxes 
From Corporation Property 
Plainly Assessable. 


Members of the Missouri Supreme Cou, 
interviewed by the Post-Dispatch, posi- 
tively decline to make known their reagen 
for denying the application of the city of 
St. Louls and the St. Louis school board for 
a writ of mandamus to compel the State 
Board of Equalization to assess the rrop- 
erty of public service corporations at its 
full value \ 
‘The records of the court state simr'y: 
“The writ is denied.’’ 

The application was submitted and ar- 
gued at Jefferson City ‘Wednesday by for- 
mer Judge R E. Rombauer, acting in be- 
half of the school board, and City Coun- 
selor Bates, who represented the city at 
large. 

Their pet'‘tion set forth that the State 
Board of Equalization, composed of ov. 
A. M. Dockery. Secretary of State Sam B. 
Cook, Treasurer R. P. Williams, Auditor 
Albert O. Allen and Attorney-General BH. C. 
Crow, taxes public corporations on a basis 
of 33 1-3 per cent, or one-third of the 1eal 
valuation of their property. 

T'wenty-ore companies were named in tne 
writ as thus evading the law and ese.!ig 
taxation, according to the State Board or 
Equalization’s figures, on $248,000,000. 

This discrimiretion, Judgg Rombaver 
and Mr. Bates calculated, cost the city of 
St. Louis about $300,000 a year. 
Judge Lecoy B. Valliant, who was pres- 
ent when Chief Justice Burgess han‘icd 
down ihe decision of the court denying the 
writ, was in St. Louis Friday. The Vosz<- 
Dispatch cailed his attention to the fact 
that no decision of the court in the nan- 
damus proceedings was on file at Je’@r- 
son City ana asked him if one had heey 
rendered. . 


JUDGE VALLIANT HEDGED ABOUT 


“‘No,” he replied; ‘“‘there was no written 
or oral decision of the court on the ques- 
tion.”’ oe a 
“Did all®of the judges of the court agree 
inthe. decision Me? oo~ _ - 
‘That I am not at liberty to say. I can- 
not speak for the court.”’ 

“Would you mind stating, then, what 
your individual decision was, either for or 
against the granting of the writ?’’ 

“I could not that. I would feel that 
it would be in bad taste for me to give out 
such infcrmation.’’ 

“The question is asked, judge, because it 
is of vital importance to the people of St. 
Louis, who are deprived of $300,000 yearly 
revenue by the refusal of the state board of 
equalization to tax public service corpora- 
tions as the law directs.”’ 

“lam sorry;’ vommented Judge Valliant, 
“while I do not want to appear churlish in 
the matter I most certainly cannot zo be- 
hind the proceedings of the supreme court.” 
“The proceedings of that body being con- 
sidered public, would it not be proper to 
furnish them to the public?’ 

“On this question the court simply denied 
the application for a writ and no explana- 
tory decision is customary.”’ 

‘“‘How did the supreme court arrive at the 
decision? On what premises was the ruling 
that ‘the writ is denied’ based?’’ 


BAD TASTE TO DISCUSS MOTIVES. 
“It would be in bad taste for me to say. 
I cannot discuss the court’s action outside 
the court.”’ 

“Is there any possible way of finding 
out what prompted the court’s decision?’ 
“The lawyers have a way.” ¥ 

“Do you mind stating what it is?’’ 

“You will have to ask them.’’ 

“Tf the lawyers are able to learn what 
appear to be the unpublished or unrecord- 
ed proceedings of the court, why is there 
not a way for the public to learn?” 
“Now, I cannot discuss this ruling at 
all. As I have said it would be In bad taste 
for me to do so.”’ 

“But Judge Rombauer says he was great- 
ly surprised and would like to know some- 
thing more about this decision.”’ 

Judge Valliant laughed. 

“There is no disposition on my part to 
keep anything from the public, but it 
should be understood that custom and pre- 
cedent must- govern and it would not be 
right to say anything on these questions 
which come before us in our judicial] capac- 
ity.”’

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IS MEPHAM BEING 


SHERIFF DICKMANN THINES HE’S 
ON A WARM SCENT. 


MAY LAND WITNESS AT ONCE 


Police Think Missing Man Is in Kan- 
sas City and Feel Sure He’s Not 
in This Neighborhood. 


The St. Louis police department has prac- 
tically abandoned the search for Edgar A. 
Mepham, for whom scores of detectives 
and policemen hunted for more than a 
week. 

The search was abandoned because the 
police were convinced Mepham was out of 
the city. 

SheritY Dickmann, however, is thoroughly 
convinced that Mepham is still in St. Louis 
and he still has a force of deputies search- 
ing for the former delegate, and has hopes 
of locating the recalcitrant witness who is 
so badly wanted by the grandjury. 

“I am thoroughly convinced that Mepham 
is right here,”’ sald Sheriff Dickmann to tne 
Post-Dispatch Friday. “I have hopes of 
getting him today. I am looking for him 
myself and I have three other men on this 
business exclusively. 

“T was told last night by an attorney of 
high standing, and ene in whom I have 
implicit confidence, that Mepham was in 
St. Louis and was being concealed by a 
certain crowd of men who are as anxious 
as he is that he be not brought before the 
grandjury. 

“If this clique can be proven to be as- 
sisting in concealing Mepham they may be 
proceeded against the-nselves. There is a 
law against any person interfering with an 
officer in serving a court paper. 


Is SOMEONE HIDING MEPHAM?P 

“Tl am convinced that certain men in the 
City Hall know of Mepham’s whereabouts, 
and if I do not get service today there | 
will be trouble’ for some one.” 

Chief of Police Kiely holds 
views. 

“After the sheriff had failed to locate 
Mepham,” said Chief Kiely, “and there 
was no prebability of his being located by 
the sheriff's office, Mr. Folk came to me 
and asked the aid of the police department. 
This was about one week ago. 

“T called Young and Schroeder, the cap- 
tains on the South Side, and instructed 
them to use all their efforts to locate the 
man wanted. The specials of those two ds- 
tricts were used and all of the uniformed 
officers were told to keep a constant look- 
out. Mepham is known personally to many 
members of the department in those two 
districts. He was not seen. 

“Capts. ‘Young and Schroeder both report 
that Mepham was in Kansas City all of 
last week. They are certain Mepham has 
not been in St. Louis since our search for 
him began.

Judge Hough Cites Napoleon’s Con-

A decision involving the interests of the 
first Duke of Wellington, the conqueror of 
Napoleon, .was the precedent that guided 
Judge Hough in determining the merits of 
the contentions of Alexander McLeod 
versus Hugh G. Ferguson for $2.50.

Lord Eldon ruled 
that unless this specific provision entered 
into the contract between the emp-oyer ind 
the employe the duke had no right to de- 
duct salary; that redress could be hal sn 
an action for damages.

The 
censorship of telegrams is very strict. 

Emissaries of the strikers have been sent 
to Saragossa, Tarragona, Castellon and 
Valencia to advocate a general strike. Pre- 
cautions have been taken in ali these 
towns. The situation is evidently threat- 
ening in Saragossa, and it is officially an- 
nounced that the civil authorities there 
have relegated their functions to the mill- 
tary, who havea proclaimed a state of siege 
and oeccupled strategical positions to check 
disturbances. The police continue to ar- 
rest anarchists in Catalonia and elsewhere. 

A proc amation has been issued ordering 
all private individuals to surrender any 
weapons they may pseces, under pain of 
severe penalties. e sale of arms has 
aiso been prohibited.
